WHAT BEIWY MEN ARE DOING 


Many 
Improvements Being 
Mad< 


and Much Money Inveulcd in 


ihe Busjiievu. 


On Friday of last week the editor 


of the Tribune in company with T. A 
Taylor paid a visit to several of th 
cranberry marshes southwest of the 
city, and without exception we found 
the owners and their numerous as- 
sistants busily en^-ajjed in harvesting 
the crop and getting it into the ware- 
houses preparatory to getting ready 
for market. 


The first marsh visited was that of M. 


0. Potter. Mr. Potter had iust Duelled 
a strike among the Indians, which al- 
though not of the magnitude of the 
anthracite coal strike in the east, 
was of vastly more importance tc 
Mr. Potter. When an Indian 
makes 


up his miud to strike it seems that he 
just raises himself onto his hind legs, 
utters one of the gutteral shouts of 
the red man, makes a motion willi 
his hand, and the strike is in full 
swing. Now one might just as well 
try to arbitrate with a team of fright- 
ened steers as a tribe of Indians that 
are on a strike, but it seems that the 
trouble on this occasion was between 
the Indians themselves and Mr. Potter 
had managed to quiet the matter for 
the time being at least. 


Mr. Potter is building a new ware- 


house on his marsh. It is a mammoth 
affair and is being finished with more 
care and precision than the average 
man puts on his house. The main 
part of the warehouse is 36x00 and 
there is a cleaning room on the side 
lOxfiO. It has three stories and au 
attic and is being finished with hard- 
wood floors and on every side there 
are .several thicknesses of matched 
lumber with air spaces between, so 
that the building will he as, meat- frost 
proof as it is possible to build a place. 
Mr. Potter expected to harvest about 
one thousand bushels of berries and 
had about a hundred pickers at work 
gathering in the crop as rapidly as 
possible. The 
berries that hud al- 


ready been placed in the warehouse 
presented a very nice appearance and 
seemed to be of excellent quality, 
about the same as last year. When 
the wai chouse is completed a steel 
track will be laid from the marsh so 
that the work of bringing the crop in 
will be greatly simplified, as hereto- 
fore a wooden track has been used to 
run the cars on, which 'made hard 
work. 


From the Potter marsh we went to 


the Gaynor-Blackstone place. 
Here 


pickers were just wending their way 
dinnerward, and Mrs. Gaynor greeted 
us with the welcome intelligence that 
if we would amuse ourselves for a few 
minutes she would have dinner ready 
for us. After partaking of a very 
wholesome dinner, during which Mr. 
Taylor entertained us with a learned 
dissertation on the evils of 
coffee 


drinking, during which he kept stead- 
ily eating, thereby gaining several 
laps on the rest of the crowd, we went 
out to inspect the marsh and the work 
that was being done. About the first 
thing that Mr. Gaynor told us was 
that he thought that the Indians were 
going to strike. He had not seen his 
neighbors, nor had the noble redman 
hinted anything about any- coming 
trouble, but the knowledge of their 
ways and actions had apprised Mr. 
Gaynor ot the fact that something 
was in the air. 


During the past season Mr. Gavnor 


has made several improvements about 
the warehouse, and is now at work on 
a grader which will be completed in 
time to clean and sort this season's 
crop. It is expected that the running 
of the berries through this mill will 
take out all the dirt, oick out any 
frozen or soft berries and grade them 
into three sizes, and the machine is 
so arranged that the berries will he 
looked over as they run from the 
machine to the barrel. They expect 
to harvest about 2,100 barrels at this 
marsh and had something like two 
hundred pickers at work and a num- 
ber of rakers. They expect to finish 
the work on Monday. They had lost 
a few berries from frost the previous 
week but although there had been a 
frost on Thursday night, they had 
got the water on the berries in time 
to prevent any damage. The quality 
of the berries is about the same as 
last year and the yield will be about 
the same, with a chance of its runnnij-- 
a little short. 


The next marsh we visited was that 


of A. C. Bennett & Son. Here we 
met A. E. Bennet, the junior member 
of the firm, who showed us about the 
place. The Bennetts expect to har- 
vest about 2,200 barrels of berries this 
year and have a couple of hundred 
pickers at work getting in the crop as 
rapidly as possible. They expect to 
finish up the work today. This marsh 
escaped the heavy of frost week before 
last, but there was some damage done 
on Thursday night of last 
week. 


The Messrs. Bennett 
had begun to 


grade some of their berries, and they 
presented a very handsome 
appear- 


ance, although he stated that the qual- 
ity was about the same 
as 
last 


year, while the quanity might fall a 
trifle short. 
Everything 
about the 


Bennett marsh is noticeable for its 
neatness and (.well-kept appearance, 
and it was a real pleasure to look over 
the place. 


From here we went to the marsh of 


Eugene 
Warner. 
Mr. 
Warner has 


not a very large marsh, expecting to 
harvest only 
about 
two 
hundred 


barrels, but he has it in nice shape 
and is gradually increasing his acre- 
age so that in time he will be up with 
the best of them. His berries looked 
very nice and he was getting them 
under shelter as rapidly as possible 


We next visited the marsh of J. B. 


Arpiu. Here a new warehouse is also 


being erected, which when completed 
will be a very complete and up-to- 
date affair. 
It is 24x70 feet in size 


and is so arranged that the wagon 
loaded with berries can be driven in- 
to the structure and unload. The 
building is being solidly constructed 
out of birch, with several thicknesses 
of lumber and paper with dead air 
spaces between, making it as imper- 
•vious to frost as it is possible to con- 
struct any 
ordinary building. Mr. 


Arpin expects to harvest somthing 
like 3,000 barrels and at the time we 
were at the marsh about one-half of 
the crop had been placed in the cran- 
berry house. 


On our way home we also passed 


thelCharles Lester marsh, but as it was 
growing late no stop was made. 'Mr. 
Lester still has a large number of 
berries to pick and estimates his crop 
at about 2,000 barrels. 


Upon visiting 
these 
cranberry 


marshes one cannot help being im- 
pressed with 
the enthusiasm 
with 


which all the growers seem to enter 
into the work and the amount of in- 
vestigation they do in order to im- 
prove their knowledge of the subject 
and thus aid them in getting a better 
crop. A trip to the marshes is well 
worth 3 day of anybody's time, and 
the only wonder is that more of our 
people do not take advantage of the 
opportunity to examine the workings 
of an industry that is rapidly becom- 
ing one of the principal sources of in- 
come in this section of the state.

A red setter dog belonging to Clark 


l.you became alllicted 
with 
some 


disease the fore part of the week,' the 
symptoms of which very much re- 
semble hydrophobia or, as" it is com- 
uiynly called, madness. 


The dog first became affected on 


Monday, when ho was noticed rimiiiii"- 
about town in an aimless manner and 
wying little attention to anything 
:xcept other dogs, which he did not 
icsita e to light with, and as a gen- 
•ral Uniig came off victorious. As 
lie dog had been a very docile and 
nemlly animal and never known to 
ight, his actions soon attracted the 
attention of Mr. Lyon who watched 
the dog, and looking up the symptoms 
of dogs utllicted with rabies he found 
that they tallied with the actions of 
his dog. 


On Wednesday morning the dog was 


caught and it was the intention of Mr 
Lyon to shoot the animal, but as he 
had bitten a large number of other 
:logs during the time that had elapsed 
since he was first noticed to be acting 
•strangely, it was thought 
a wiser 


plan to confine the animal and await 
developments. 


When tlie dog was captured 
this 


morning lie had few, if any, of the 
symptoms of hvdrophobia. ' He was 
docile and answered 
to his name 


promptly, and although he was badly 
lacerated by the lights he had had with 
other dogs, he was apparently recov- 
ering from his sickhess, whatever it 
had been. Uwing to the large num- 
ber of dugs that have been bitten it 
would he well for owners of dogs to 
keep an eye ou their canines, and if 
they show any symptoms of hydro- 
phobia to confine them away 
"from 


animals and people until the disease 
takes some definite form. 


It is not necessary to shoot a dog 


the moment he shows indications of 
.ickness, as the trouble may be sout- 
hing entirely different from rabies. 
Mr. Lyon'.s dog has shown no inclin- 
Uion to bite any person, but some 
authorities claim that the tendency is 
often only to bile animals or other 
dogs.

Capt. Otto Sverdrap Returns to Norway 


and Tells Story of His Es- 


perieaws. 


Chrktiaua, Sept 20.— Capt. Otto Sve:-- 


drun, who reached Stavauger yesterday 
froiu tie. Arctic reK«>i;s o'u the steamer 
Kraiu. iu an interview with a reix^rt'-r 
of tlie Asspciat^l 1'ress, gave the follow- 
ing details of his expedition: 


"I spent the winter of IMJS-DO iu win- 


ter (juarterd at lOlli'.-'iuerelaud, wlieaco 
tciwutili? vspeditioiis were started witii 
tledjcs. 
The summer of IS'JD was nn- 


favorublv and the I'ram was olilisi-d to 
leturu and PJIKS the winter HI KHesniere- 
lam!. A grvat part of the surroundiu;; 
ro^ion was mapped out. 


There was n serious firo on board tho 


fYaui in May, IWO. It was started by 
sparks from th« fuuuel and spread to the 
ka/ii* (An-tic 
eauoes) 
which 
were 


wueariJ T.-:th parntliuju for their protec- 
tion. The rifjxiuR and masts euuglit liru 
tod tb« total destruction of tho vessel 
v&i threatened, but wo succeeded iu 
mastering the flumes. 


In August. 19UO, we traversed Jones' 


anj Cnrdigau strait and took up 


r jiuancrs »t 76. -IS north and XI 


veni. Tbe roEion was rich in reindeers 
ftruj polar wolves, of which wo brought 
luick living upeciiiicns. 


Weather Exceedingly Cold. 


'Th* following winter was more- than 


owtinarilr told iiml Htnrmy, tho arerngn 
teuiMrature being 45 degrees below zero. 
Sl«dfc expeditions occupied tho spring 
and summer of 1001. and tho early part 
of 1U02. 


"On August (! tlie Pram succeeded in 


bronklng awnv from the ice and arrived 
nt Godhaven August JS. \Ve left Oupe 
ffiircwoll, homeward bound, August liS. ' 


Capt. Sverdrun added tliat the mem- 


bers of the expedition met no Eskimos in 
tlie regions visited, but lie said thai 
many of their dwellings, belonging to 
Iwmar periods, were seen.

LIGHTEST WOOD THAT GROWS. 


Found iu Miaaouri, nnd It Ja Consider- 


ably Lighter than Cork, 


Penp in the bogs nnd swamps of 


southeastern Missouri, in Punkllu and 
Butler Counties, where Hie land is nev- 
er dry and water from one lo six feet 
(loep stands perpetually In the forests, 
there grows a rare ami curious tree. 
The natives know It as the corkwood, 
or cork, tree. 
Science has given it a 


longer name, the Leitnoriu florlilana, 
floriJnim because it was first discov- 
ered in JFIorlilsi along the coast, from 
wbicb it 1ms long since been wasbed 
away. 


Some meager specimens of it, two to 


six feet high, are still found in the 
swamp near Appalaehk'Oln, Fla., and a 
few near Vnrner, Ark., but in both 
these places It is exceedingly limited in 
numbers, an occasional specimen be- 
ing found, find hardly rises to the dig- 
nity of a tree. Only in southeast .Mis- 
souri, where it reaches a height of fif- 
teen lo twenty feet nnd a diameter of 
two to live Indies, is it really a tree. 


What makes thc corkwood so re- 


markable 
Is its exceeding lightness. 


Hcyond a doubt it is, us William Trc- 
lease, of the Missouri Botanical Gar- 
den, has shown, the lightest tree in 
weight that grows. 
Its wood weighs 


less than cork. It Is so light that the 
natives use it to make floats for their 
fishing nets. And yet Its wood, though 
so spongy that one may easily sink 
one's finger nail in it, Is far tougher 
than cork. The specific gravity o£ cork- 
wood, as learned from careful tests 
made by 1'rofessor Nlplier, In St. Louis, 
la .207. 
The roots are even lighter 


than the stem; .1 test showed them to 
have the astonishingly low 
specific 


gravity of .\~>. 


A further idea of the lightness of the 


corkwood may be gained by a compari- 
son with other woods. The great, ma- 
jority of woods range between .-!<» :uid 
.800. Cork itself \» .2-10. The tree that 
approaches closest to the corkwood in 
lightness is the golden lir tree, which 
grows in the swamps nrouml Tnmpa 
hay and along the Indian River, l-'ior- 
i(ln. 
Its specific gravity, ncruniiiiu' lo 


Sargent, is .'J'il'!. 
In comparison with 


the corkwood, which is the lightest 
wood with Its specific gravity of .'JOT, 
may he phu.-od 
the heaviest 
wood 


known, the black irnnv.-uod of Florida, 
whose specific gravity is .l.'Xrj.

sional platforms Is vested iu the congres- 
sional committee. 


Tenth—('onnty, state and assembly ami 
jnuto district platforms are wholly abol- 


ished. 


T-WO of these objections I regard as of 


utmost Importance to the general welfare. 
The llrst Is that by this system n meager 
plurality may be employed Instead of a 
majority In making iiomlnallons. 
Under 


our form of government U Is intended that 
the will of the people shall be expressed 
by the voice of a majority. 
It Is elemen- 


tary; it Is fundamental; It Is the basic 
principle of democracy. 


Hut the second ami the most vital ob- 


jection Is, that by the Htovcns' bill, the 
right to make platforms Is taken away 
from the people. 


Has the time arrived when those who arc 


nominated for office are greater than those

Has the time arrived when the people 


stiall part with the sacred right to direct 
their public Si-rvants by positive Injunc- 
tion and explicit pledgeV 


Think of It for a moment! 
When the 


people, through their duly accredited rep- 
resiMitatlves, have adopted a platform and 
stated their policies, every candidate nomi- 
nated by those representatives is commit- 
ted to the policies and principles enunciated 
in the platform, 
it Is a safeguard upon 


official conduct. It creates n responsibility, 
for Ihe observance and discharge of which 
the candidate, If elected, must answer to 
those who elected him. 


For my part, 1 believe that no system 


will ever be adopted which will constitute

Improvement upon tho 
old-fashioned 


method. These conventions are cosmopoli- 
tan in their composition. They afford op- 
portunities for discussion, debate and de- 
liberation and the Interchange of Ideas. 


\Vhlle existing caucus laws are defective 


and must be remodeled and Improved, lot 
ns not substitute a system which will oper- 
ate to centralize power In committees and 
candidates, but rather let us observe all 
rights of government, together with the 
power to control public officials.

O. Potter. Mr. Potter had just quelled 
a strike among the Indians, which al 
though aot of tne magnitude of the 
anthracite coal strike ia the eas 
was of vastly more importance to 
Mr. Potter. When an Indian makes 
up his mind to strike it seems that he 
just raises himself onto his hind legs, 
utters one of the gutteral shouts of 
the red man. makes a motion with 
his hand, and the strike is in full 
swing-. ISTow one might just as well 
try to arbitrate with a team of fright- 
ened steers as a tribe of Indians that 
are on a. strike, but it seems that the 
trouble on this occasion" was between 
the Indians themselves and Mr. Potter 
had managed to quiet The matter for 
the time being- at least. 


Mr. Potter is building a new ware- 


house on his marsh. It is a mammoth 
affair and is being finished with more 
care and precision than the average 
man puts on his house. The main 
part of the warehouse is 36x60 and 
there is a cleaning room oa the side 
16x60. It has three stories and an 
att?c ^.nfi *s oe^aff finished with hard- 
wood floors and on every side there 
are several thicknesses" of matched 
lumber with air spaces between, so 


being: erected, which when completed 
will be a very complete and up-to- 
date affair. It is 24x70 feet in size 
and is so arranged that the wagon 
loaded with berries can be driven in- 
to the structure and unload- The 
building: is being: solidly constructed 
out of birch, with several thicknesses 
of lumber and paper with dead air 
spaces between, making- it as imper- 
j-vious to frost as it is possible to con- 
struct any ordinary building. Mr.

White Men Raise Alarm. 


Two white men. who were In the rear 


of the church '.vheu the rush began, es- 
caped, and realizing the seriousness of 
the situation, rushed to a corner near 
by and turned In a fire alarm. The de- 
partment came quickly nn3 the arrival 
of • the wagons served to scatter the 
crowd which had gathered around In 
front of the church. A squad of police 
was also hastened to the church, and 
with the firemen finally succeeded In re- 
leasing the negroes from their pinioned 
positions in the eutrcnce. 


The dead bodies were quickly removed, 


and the crowd Inside, finding an outlet, 
came pouring out. Scores of them lost 
their footing and rolled down the long 
steps to the pavement, sustaining broken 
limbs and Internal injuries. It was two 
hours before the church was cleared and 
the sight which greeted the eyes of those 
f.-ho_ had come to aid the Injured was 
horrifying. 
Down the aisles and along 


the outside of the pews the de:id bodies 
of taeii and women were strewn, and the 
cries of the maimed and crippled were 
heartrending. 


Doctors Hurry to Scene. 


All the physicians living in that part 


of town went to the assistance of the 
Injured. 
As many of the suffering ne- 


groes as could be moved by the ambu- 
lances were taken to hospitals aad the 
rest were laid out on the ground and 
there the physicians attended them. At 
least fifteen of those brought injured died 
before they could be moved from the 
groan-'!.
